204 Pints of 
Blood Given at 
Red Cross Here

Two hundred and four pints 
of blood were donated to the 
Red Cross Torrance branch for 
use in the military and naval 
hospitals throughout the world 
in saving the lives of the wound­ 
ed, at the visit of the small mo­ 
bile unit of the Ix>s Angeles 
chapter here yesterday, and 
nearly 75 percent of the donors 
dedicated their blood to some 
friend or relative in accordance 
with the new policy of the 
Blood Bank.

There were sufficient donors 
to fill the quot'a of the small 
Blood Bank, and 224 persons re­ 
ported.

.Trouble with heating the Civic 
Auditorium, which is loaned by 
the city for purposes of the 
Blood Bank, was mechanical, and 
has been remedied, Mrs. Maude 
Kresse, blood bank chairman, 
said. The room was without 
sufficient heat for about two 
hours, she declared.
